In J\ t>- 
nary, 18a") began the insurrection, that 
in due time, won her her freedom. 
The unchivalrous warfare prosecut- 
ed by Spain in Cuba culminated in a 
policy of reconcent ration, under which 
the inhabitants were horded in the for- 
tified towns, without adequate pro- 
vision, resulting in shocking inhu- 
manities and wholesome death. 
Outraged public sentiment in the 
United States at length began to act, 
President McKir.ley decreed that a 
remedy bo found, and appealed to« the 
people for aid for starving Cubans. 
Relief poured in, but was resented by 
proud, sovereign Spain. Riots ensued. 
The battleship Maine was sent to 
Havana to protect American interest. 
Her destruction, with great loss of life 
from an external exposion evidently 
not accidental, led to open rupture 1m - 
tween Spain and the^United States. 
Congress appropriated $50,000,000 for 
national defense, and unprecedented 
war preparations went on The United 
States sent its ultimatum demanding 
that Spain withdraw from Cubit which 
unheeded, brought on war in fact 
April 21 18!W. War considerations 
hastened the annexition of the 
Hawaiian Island to the United States. 
Spain's entire fleet in the East was 
annihilated at Manila by Dewey's 
squadron: Shafter's army, in a bloody 
campaign, forced Santiago to evacuate: 
Sampson's fleet destroyed Cevera's, 
attempting to escape front Santiago 
harbor: and the fight was pushed into 
Porto Rico. Spain sued for peace, a 
proetocol was signed August 12, and a 
commission met at Paris to couclude 
the terms of peace. The Uneted 
States by this war vindicated liberty, 
earned outpost for itself in Atlantic 
and Pacific, cemented factions at home 
and forced the respect, of nations ab- 
road.— Ex.
